In the West 
em States where the drought wan 
most severe, hogs are being drive* 
to more favored localities for feed 
ing. and pigs are being very little 
cared for. The county of Monroe 
"reports cholera raging among the 
hogs, and some diseases from oth 
er counties are reported." 

I inquired this month as lo the 
average number of cattle for fowl- 
ing purposes. A general resume 
shows that there is a deficit in num- 
ber of li |)er cent. 

Corres|>ondents from nearly ev- 
ery county report the wonderful 
Improvement in tobacco in the past 
six weeks. The most improve- 
ment has l>eeii in the "white bur- 
ley" region. It was thought at 
one time the county of Shelby 
could not possibly make one half 
crop, hut late report* from that 
county an- very encouraging. I 
will give a few reports from the 
correspondents from the different 
localities of the State. From the 
county of Shelby : ' The outcome 
occasioned by late rains has been 
not only a surprise to the growers 
but a source of gratification as well, 
as the yield has been largely in- 
creased. From the county of 
Campbell: "The tobacco matured 
to such a line quality that we have 
not raiwsi a crop equal to It since 
HW7. I suppose the yield will Is- 
very large. We li.nl a little frost 
on the i'dh on tho low lands, but 
the damage will be very small." 

The damage from frost in the 
past week is considerable.
